Chicago, October 27.—()—Ex- 
haustion of America’s vatural store 
of motor fuel was put beyond the 
realm of probabilities by W. S. Farish, 
president of the American Petroleum 
institute, in a survey of the oil in- 
dustry today befo- the third cun- 
ference on education and industry xt 
the University of Chicago. 

Not only did he point out virtually 
unlimited sources of supply, but he 
predicted that new fuel economies and 
new motor efficiencies will compen- 
sate or even overbalance any increase 
in fuel cost. 

Should the American supply of well 
oil become exhausted at some distant 
date, he said, the country already is 
assured of fuel similar to gasoline 
from raw materials such as oil shale 
and coal, 

These reduction processes have now 
advanced to such a stage that Mr. 
Farish ventured the opinion that they 
will be put on a sound commercial 
basis as soon as gasoline prices ad- 
vance materially from present levels. 

Even with this vast supply in view, 
Mr. Farish said, there are current ex- 
travagances in the industry which are 
inexcusable. 

To the very natur»: of the oil field, 
in its rush to find fortunes in newly 
discovered fields, akin to the gold 
‘rushers of earlier days, he charged 
‘some of the fault, but he directly 
i blamed the petroleum laws and federa! 
‘barriers against consolidations for 
much of the wastefulness. An intense 
‘and generally costly competition is 
shown as a result, 

Failure of the laws to give title to 
oil until it has reached the surface, 
he pointed out, makes for feverish com- 
petition in a new field to catch as

SP OF THREE 
AMENDMENTS URGED 


An appeal to voters of Georgia to 
support “three important amendments 
affecting the educational progress of 
Georgia’ was made Wednesday in a 
statement issued by the Georgia Ed- 
ucation association, which set out the 
three suggested amendments to the 
state constitution to be voted upon on 
November 2, 

The first amendment, according to 
the statement. gives the governor per- 
fmission to borrow $3,500§00 in order 
to pay the public school teachers 
promptly. It creates no debt, it is set 
out, and only pays the teachers of the 
schools their salaries when they are 
due. 

“Another amendment,” the state. 
ment continues, “permits Fulton coun- 
ty to levy an extra tax to run its 
schools for nine months. For years 
this tax has been levied in Fulton 
county. Recently the supreme court 
declared the letying of such a tax un 
constitutional. Hence Fulton county 
is asking the state to give it permis- 
sion to tax its own property an extra 
levy for its own schools. 

“It costs no tax payer outside of 
Fulton county one penny, but before 
the tax can be collected the voters of 
Georgia must give this amendment 
their approval. Fulton county only 
asks that the voters legalize what the 
county commissioners have hereto- 
fore done. The amendment has the 
;indorgement and approval of all au- 
_ thorities in the county.

By changing 
the attitude of mind it changes the 
material condition of the people. Ad- 
vertising creates and changes the 
foundation of all popular action, pub- 
lic sentiment or public opinion. It is 
the most potent influence in adopt- . 
ing and changing the habits and modes 
of life, affecting what we eat, what 
we wear and the work and play of 
the whole nation. Formerly it was 
an axiom that competition was the 
life of trade. Under the- methods of 
the present day it would seem to be 
more appropriate to say that adver- 
tising is the life of trade. 

“It is to be seen that advertising is 
not an economic waste. It ministers 
to the true development of trade. It 
is no doubt possible to waste money 
through wrong methods of advertis- 
ing, as it can be wasted through 
wrong methods in any department of 
industry. But rightfully applied, it 
is the method by which the desire is 
created for better things. When that 
-once exists, new ambition is developed

the background of the medical mind 
where this misleading term is still 
employed. In another way I am glad 
to reiterate as often as possible that 
there is no such condition or disease 
as rheumatism, for be my voice ever 
so feeble this does tend to plant doubt 
in the mind of the younger reader, at 
any rate, and that will inevitably 
make physicians a little more cautious 
about perpetrating the rheumatism 
hoax on intelligent patients.

Barker of Johns Hopkins has gotten 
out lately is one entitled “Rheuma- 
tism: Its meaning and Menace,” and 
in this little hook the indefatigable 
author firmly but gently assures’ the 
reader that “as a single entity ‘rheu- 
matism’ has disappeared. We can af- 
ford to let it go, for we lose nothing. 
. « « We shall not use the word 
‘rheumatism’ again in this book as a 
name for any specific disease, but 
only (and then but rarely) as a desig- 
nation for a whole group of diseases.” 
A remarkable conclusion—to make 
the word which has. disappeared 
designate a whole group of diseases! 
Nevertheless Dr. Barker, in collab- 
oration with Dr. Cole, does give the 
nature of the disease which he so 
designates. Appleton publishes the 
little book and the public library prob- 
ably has it.

All urie acid, whether that which 
is normally present in the blood in 
health. or the excess which may he 
present in various disease conditions 
such as pneumonia, nephritis, leuce- 
mia and gout. is derived from the ia- 
complete oxidation of nitrogenous 
material, and such material may be 
the food one eats or the nuclear sub- 
stance of body cells which are being 
burned up as fuel to supply the heat 
or energy required to run the body. 
It nitrogenous food or nuclear cell 
substance is completely burned or 
oxidized in the body. no uric acid is 
produced, but instead the material 
is burned into urea and this waste 
matter eliminated through the kidneys 
and the intestines. Jf examination 
reveals much wnaburned fuel of this 
sort in the blood or the tissues, the 
cue is clear: Look to the drafts.

There is this about a diagrammed 
play; it may look like the proverbial 
million dollars on paper but prove to 
be the value of a plugged nickel when 
put into execution against a certain 
team. ; 

When you work out a diagram you 
know what the offense will do, pro- 
viding that every man does exactly 
what he is taught to do. Lut that is 
only half of what enters into success- 
ful execution; the other half is the 
defense. 

On a certain play your tackle and 
end may be asked to box in an op- 
posing player. If he eludes them, 
which is not at all unlikely, the en- 
tire play fails. 

You never know what the defense 
will do on a certain play, especially 
a trick play. You know what you 
hope they will do but they do not 
always respond to your hopes. 

Stupid Opponents. 

A smart play always works best 
against an experienced team, against 
a smart defensive combination, You 
can be fairly well certain of what an 
intelligent player will do but you 
never know what a stupid opponent 
will do. The intelligent player will 
do the right thing; the unintelligent 
one may do the right thing but more 
likely he will do something entirely 
wrong and no coach can guess what 
it will be, 

In football you may diagram a fake 
play. This will be safe against an 
intelligent team. You know just about 
what every man on the opposing team 
will do, how he will act to stop the 
play when it starts. Then, after you 
get every defense man moving in the 
direction you want him moving in and 
doing just what he is supposed to do, 
you suddenly switch into an entirely 
different action. You catch him off 
guard, you have him boxed in and 
blocked off and your runner moves 
ahead, 

This same play, succeeding so well 
agninst the intelligent team, may fail 
against the team of little experience, 
or a team that has not been well 
coached. Several players will not do 
the right thing. They will move in 
the wrong direction. They will, as 
likely as not, through their very stu- 
pidity stop the play. 

The team that makes the fewest 
mistakes should win any game: where 
two teams of equal physical ability are 
engaged but it has also happened that 
games have been won on blunders by 
the team that blundered. Winning a 
football game on a raw mistake is not 
unheard of, 

Still, diagrams are necessary. You 
need them to school the offense. Your 
trick play can succeed only if all 
of your eleven men act in harmony, 
each doing the work assigned to him. 
I have seen great plays fail because 


conveniently done. 

How far the scout helps a football 
team is problematical. Football coach- 
es regard him as a prime necessity but 
at times he is of much more help to 
the opposing team than to the one he 
represents, 

A few years ago, a week before a 
major college game, five scouts arrived 
to watch their opponents of the suc- 
ceeding week engage a minor college 
ieam. One of these scouts was to 
watch the tackles and ends, another 
the three center men, another the 
quarterback, another the other backs 
and the fifth scout was equipped with 
a camera and took action photographs. 

The five scouts had sent word of 
their coming a few weeks before and 
everything was done to make them 
welcome and help them get the infor- 
mation they were after. 

In the gume they watched the coach 
of the major college team use an at- 
tack against his minor opponents that 
had been carefully planned. This at- 
tack moved with a plausible aim. 
here would be no doubt in the mind 
of anyone acquainted with football 
just What the team was doing at any 
time nor why it was doing it. 

The five scouts got all the informa- 
tion they were after. The coach of 
the home team made sure that they 
would. They had the plays carefully 
diagramed and photographed. They 
had iniormation on all the individuals. 
They reported to their coach in full. 

Plays Changed. 

The following Mon ay the home 
team was called into conference and 
given an entirely different set of plays. 
Practice began immediately. The of- 
fense was different in every particu- 
lar from the offense ‘iat°had been 
used against the minor college team on 
the previous Saturday. And, this cf- 
fense, when turned loose against the 
team that had sent up the five scouts, 
worked perfectly. The team that had 
used five scouts a week before was 
completely smothered. 

The coach had used the five scouts 
for his own purpose. He constructed 
an attack that was plausible as weil 
as sound. Because of his superior 
material that attack worked perfectly 
against his mihor college opponents, 
He knew that it would. But he was 
playing for the game a week ahead. 

He knew that the five scouts would 
have his entire offense accurately 
copied. He knew that the coach who 
sent up the five scouts would build 
his defense against tliat particular 
offense so that gave him the knowledrce 
that he wanted most of all. It is eary 
enough to build an attack to outwit 
your opponents if you know what de- 
fense your opponents will use.

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Paris, October 27.—(?)—Creation 
of a permanent body charged with 
surveillance of armaments and manu- 
facturers of war material is recom- 


mended in a repert completed today 
by the “mixed commission” of the 
League of Nations. 

The recommended committee would 
be charged with control of armament 
statistics and would be instituted in 
order to see that whatever arms limi- 
tation program the projected disarma- 
ment conference may agree upon will 
be complied with rigidly. 

The ‘mixed commission, which has 
been sitting at Paris, has been dis- 
cussing the details of the economic 
phases of disarmament and will make 
its report to a subcommittee of the 
preparatory disarmament commission, 
now sitting at Geneva, on which the 
United States is represented. 

The commission also adopted a reso- 
Intion saying that the question of the 
limitation of war budgets should be 
arranged by separate agreements be- 
tween the states which sign the even- 
tual disarmament protocol. A_ ree- 
ommendation was made that all states 
subscribing to the eventual disarma- 
ment convention engaged to publish 
the full amounts of their arms ex-| 
penditures of all categories, 

The findings of the commission are 
recommendations only and the United 
States delegates to the preparatory 
disarmament commission will enjoy 
full rights to criticize and combat 
them when they come up later at the 
Geneva discussions. [Partial satisfac: | 
tion is given in the findings to the 
view of the United States that dis- 
armament cannot be effected by a 
mere proportional scaling down of mil- 
itary budgets. 


LAST RITES HELD 
FOR DR. EAKES 


Griffin, Ga., October 27.—(Spe- 
cial)—Leading Methodist ministers 
from all over north Georgia this aft- 
ernoon paid tribute to Dr. James 
Ii.

Armed to the teeth, members of the 
Birger liquor faction tonight were 
fortified at their roadhouse near here 
to “shoot it out” with the rival Shel- 
ton brothers gang. Two members of 
the Birger faction were slain Monday 
night in a new outbreak of the war- 
fare which is said to have cost seven 
lives so far, 

“There is going to be a battle be- 
tween the two factions,” Charles Bir- 


ger, faction Jeader, told reporters at 
his roadhouse late today. 
Promise Warfare. 

“We are not going to be chased 
out. We have stood as much as pos- 
sible from the Sheltons and we are 
going to shoot it out, as soom as we 
can find them, We can't look for 
them in the daytime, but we are going 
to get them at night. If we don't 
get bumped off we'll have a good story 
for you in a few days.” 

Birger showed his visitors bullet 
holes in the log cabin roadhouse known 
as “Shady Rest” which he said were 
made by enemy bullets. 

He also showed the newspapermen 
his armored car, which is a box-like 
affair mounted on a Lincoln chassis. 
Asked whether the armor plate would 
withstand gunfire, Birger did not say 
a word but took out his .45 calibre 
automatic and fired. The bullet only 
dented the plate. 

The interior of the armored truck 
was bare except for seats along the 
sides. None of the 10 or 12 machine 
guns Birger is reported to have were 
in evidence, but Birger assured his 
visitors his men were “very well 
armed.” 

Show Shooting Skill. 

To demonstrate their skill in mark- 
manship, Birger and four men with 
him then engaged in pistol practice, 
shooting several rounds at bottles. 
When the firing started, four more of 
Birger’s men rushed out from the 
woods nearby, as if they thought a 
battle had broken out. sirger and 
each of his men were armed with a 
pistol and a rifle. 

In the meantime, members of the 
Shelton gang, also equipped with an 
armored car and heavily armed, were 
reported to be making their headquar- 
ters at West City, a small town in 
Franklin county near Benton and 
about 20 miles north of Marion. Bir- 
ger’s roadhouse is 12 miles east of 
Marion, just inside the Williamson 
county line, on the state concrete road 
to Harrisburg. A_ state road also 
connects Marion and Benton.

For France, Italy, 
Morrow Predicts

Chicago, October 20.—(/)—Dwight 


W. Morrow, of the firm of J. P. 


Morgan & Co., who has meintained | 


intimate contacts with the problems 
of post-war readjustment in Europe, 
anticipates that France and Italy will 
be established on a gold currency base 
before the end of 1927, which would 
bring all of the countries of western 
Europe “to a basis of sound economy,” 
after eight years of economic disloca- 
tion and industrial rehabilitation. 

In a discussion, before the Insti- 
tute of American Meat Packers, of 
“The Outlook for 1927” from the 
viewpoint of finance, Mr. Morrow 
characterized the prospects of Euro- 
pean stabilization as the most en- 
couraging omen on the horizon of 
world industry, 

Mr. Morrow was introduced by Vice 
resident Charles G, Dawes, of the 
Dawes plan for reparation payments 
under the treaty of Versailles. 

Touching upon the influence of 
each of the succeeding gold restora- 
tions upon world trade, Mr. Morrow 
said that each difficult step toward 
stability had produced beneficial re- 
sults on both international trade and 
the international economies of the res- 
pective countries involved. 

In the cases of Austria, Germany 
and England, the restoration has been 
followed by some temporary hardships 
of readjustment but the poliev has in 
each case been gratifying in its effect 
upon business generally.

Chicago, October 27.—(?)—“In-

others, said the major’s first bit of 
grafting in the wine conspiracy was a 
$50 bill he slipped into Owen’s glove. 

The “outside” man, Louis Abelson, 
also indicted, was arrested. He tes- 
tified that Schlau brought him a 
$1,000 liberty bond in a tobacco can 
with the statement: “That's from the 
major; if you need any more, I'll 
get it.” The Liberty bond was to be 
posted as a bond. 

The testimony of Schlau and Abel- 
son coincided virtually throughout and 
was a narrative of an agreement be- 
tween themselves upon a scheme for 
having Owen appoint two “reliable” 
prohibition agents to inspect sacra- 
mental wine permits and of fixing 
graft of $500 for release permits for 
2.000 callons of wine with certain di- 
visions of the spoils.
